State Veterans Hospital

On Friday, Nov, 121 at
tended a meeting of the As
sembly Committee or. Mili
tary ana Veterans Af.airs
The purpose of the meeting
was to heai testimony re-
garding possible legislation
at the 1966 Budget Sersion
of the Legislature, wrich
will begin Feb 1 in Sacra-
mento

The principal witnesses
who testified were John
Han !saker, Administra.
tive Deputy Dirtetor De.
partmen* of Veterans Af-
fairs, State of Califoinia:
Stanley Dunmire, Legisla-
tive Representative, Ameri-
can Legicn, Department of
California; Buddy Michael
Locker, Senior Vice Com-
mander, Veterans of World
War I of US.A., Department
of California; Edwin L
Myers, Department Com-
mander, Veterans of the
Foreign Wars of the Un‘ted
States;: Norman Kelly Mili-
tary and Veterans Affairs|
Officer for Los Angeles
Couuty: and B. Bill Murad,
Com.nander, AMVETS, De-
partment of California

The remarkable thing is
that all these gentlemen
agreed on what new laws
should be enacted and what
existing laws should be
amended. They also ag ‘eed
that they want the emphasis,
placed on the urgent needs|
of the men and women of
our «rmed forces who have
become disabled because of
actual service against the
enemies of the United
States, both domestic 1nd
foreign. I use the wore “do-|
mestic” deliberately to in-}|
clude the soldiers of our
own California National
Guard who were wounded
during the recent armed in-|
surrection in  Los \m'clcs‘
County, including the Watts
area; and those who aay be
wounded in the futu: sup-
pressing other armed irsur-
rections

The patriotic legislative
program of our California
veterans is too long to dus-
cuss in detail in this family
Journal, However, one item
on the agenda deserves ‘pe-
clal attention

More than two and one-
half million men and wom-
en are veterans who iive and
pay taxes in the State of
California. The vast major-
ity of them live in Souihern
California, that is, south of
the ‘Tehachapi Moun‘ains
Of this number, far more
than 50 per cent live in
Los Angeles County

The Southern California
velerans are very reluctant
to leave their families and
friends and go to the Cali.
fornia State Veterans Home
at Yountville, in Napa
County, This is the only
Californi» State facilit; for
the care of our wounded,
sick, aged, and indigent vet.

The question may arise as/
to why such veterans dc not
enter the U.S. Veteran, Hos-|
pital at Sawtelle, in Los An-
geles County, The answer is
that they do when there are|
empty beds for them but/
there Is always a walting,
list

On June 30, 1965, | dis
covered that of all the vet-
erans ¢t the Califorma iate
Veterans Home at Yount.|
ville, only 7 per cent were
from Southern California
and the remaining 93 per
cen' were from north of the
Tehachapi Mountains, l

Because of the above
facts, all of the veteran ' or-
ganizations mention< above,
plus those not represented
at the mezting of vur Com-

miltee, recommend and

urge that immediate action
be taken to construct . sec-
ond Stawe Veterans He me
and Hospital in Southern
California, Personally, 1
agree that this is a clear|
and present need

At the meeting on Nov
12, * asked Mr. Stanley Dun-
mire if the Americar Le-
gion and the other veterans’
organizations have any rec-
ommendations as to ‘where
the proposed new Veterans
Home and Hospital xl'ouldi
be located He replied that
he realized that this is a
matter of primary consider-
ation but no particular lo-
cation has been designated
by the American Legion,
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the VFW, or any othe, vet
erans’ organization .n Cali
fornia

During the discussion. that
followed, 1 explained that
whethe: the State is going
1o Huild a freeway, » South
Bay Sta.e College, or a new
States Veterans' Hospital, it
Is first necessary to find
suitable land, at a reason-
able cost, which can be used
as a public benefit without
injury to those living or
working near the s.te se-
lected

Mr. Stanley Dunmire re-
plied that he would report
back to the American Le-

gion and ask for recommen
dations. The other veterans
leaders present concurred
and so did the Assembly
Committee on Military and
Veterans Affairs. Incidental-
ly, it is possible to buy the
land and build the nospital
without increasing any pres-
ent tax or levying a new
tax. Also, it is not nocessary
to float a bond issue or have
a tax over-ride. All that is
needed is for the Stete of
Califorria to spend less on
rat . hole projects. ['lcase
